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PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To output a singing, to 
widen an application range, and to enjoy music from all 
angles by automatically extracting time length and a 
fundamental frequency from note information given in the 
form of a music score, a MIDI file, etc., using them as 
rhythm information of a voice rule synthesis system and 
the words of a song as a text, and performing the rule 
synthesis of a voice. 

SOLUTION: A music score, a MIDI file, etc., are read in 
and a fundamental frequency and time length are 
extracted from notes. Words are given in 
HIRAGANA(square form of Japanese syllabary) to the 
respective notes and the HIRAGANA is decomposed into 
a rhythm series by referring to a rhythm table. When a 
user inputs additional information as he or she likes, a 
rule is used to reflect it on three parameters, i.e., 
fundamental frequency.time- length.rhythm needed for the 
voice synthesis. Then the obtained fundamental 
frequency.time length is regarded as rhythm information 
and the obtained rhythm series is used as text input to 
synthesize a voice by the rule synthesis system, thereby 
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
